The  President’s  Council 


Elections  are  necessary  in  constituencies 
A and  D to  replace  Profs.  Kenneth  McNeill 
and  Albert  Rose,  whose  terms  as  members 
of  the  President’s  Council  come  to  an  end 
on  June  30,  1968. 

Prof.  Howard  Rapson,  who  accompanied 
Mr.  Sword  to  the  Committee  of  Presidents’ 
meeting  of  February  29/ March  1,  gave  a 
report  on  that  meeting  to  the  President’s 
Council  on  March  4. 

Four  members  of  the  Students’  Adminis- 
trative Council  joined  the  President’s  Coun- 
cil on  March  4 for  a discussion  of  openness 
in  university  government.  By  agreement, 
the  minutes  of  that  discussion  were  made 
available  to  the  students  with  no  require- 
ments to  treat  them  in  confidence;  they  are 
here  reproduced  in  full  because  of  the 
general  interest  and  topicality  of  the  subject. 

Stephen  Langdon  (president-elect  of  the 
Students’  Administrative  Council),  Norman 
Schachar,  Miss  Martha  Tracy  and  John 
Treleaven  joined  the  meeting.  Mr.  Langdon 
read  a statement  on  the  subject  of  openness 
in  university  government,  defining  and  de- 
fending the  SAC  position  on  openness:  “that 
meetings  of  decision-making  bodies  of  the 
University  be  open  to  any  member  of  the 
university  community,  it  being  understood 


that  standards  of  conduct  may  be  set  for 
those  present,  and  that  those  not  meeting 
these  standards  may  be  ejected.  Where  neces- 
sary, the  committee  may  vote  to  go  in 
camera.  Reasons  for  the  decision  must  be 
stated.”  The  statement  made  particular 
reference  to  the  Placement  Service  Advisory 
Committee,  expressing  the  view  that  the 
distorted  representations  of  that  committee’s 
work  which  had  appeared  in  the  press  were 
the  result  of  those  meetings  being  held  in 
camera,  and  seeking  from  the  President’s 
Council  a decision  that  the  meetings  of  that 
committee  should  be  open. 

On  the  last  point,  members  of  the  Presi- 
dent’s Council  explained  that  this  Council, 
being  advisory  to  the  President,  has  no 
competence  to  make  the  decision  that  was 
being  sought.  The  procedures  of  any  com- 
mittee are  subject  in  general  to  the  approval 
of  its  creator,  e.g.  a Senate  committee  would 
answer  to  the  Senate,  a presidential  com- 
mittee to  the  President;  in  practice  this 
normally  means  that  committee  procedures 
can  be  self-determined  because  approval 
would  not  be  withheld  without  strong 
reasons.  The  Placement  Committee  had  de- 
cided upon  its  procedure  at  the  beginning 
of  its  discussions,  agreeing  to  meet  in 
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private  and  to  make  the  minutes  of  its 
meetings  freely  available.  After  the  students 
decided  that  this  procedure  was  unaccep- 
table to  them,  they  had  been  invited  (at 
Prof.  Forster’s  suggestion)  to  discuss  with 
the  President’s  Council  the  whole  subject 
of  open  meetings. 

President’s  Council  members  who  had 
been  on  the  Placement  Committee  asked 
if  the  students  thought  that  the  clear  under- 
standing of,  and  respect  for,  one  another’s 
viewpoints  which  everyone  agrees  was  de- 
veloped in  the  Placement  Committee  would 
have  developed  if  the  meetings  had  been 
open  from  the  beginning— given  the  emo- 
tional atmosphere  that  enveloped  the  issues 
with  which  the  Committee  had  to  deal.  The 
students  believed  that  open  conditions  would 
have  been  no  bar  to  understanding  among 
the  Committee  members,  and  that  this 
understanding  would  have  been  reflected 
in  the  minds  of  the  people  observing  the 
sessions,  including  reporters,  and  therefore 
the  suggestion  of  one  monolithic  bloc  op- 
posed to  another  monolithic  bloc  would 
not  have  been  published  in  the  papers.  At 
the  SAC  meeting  when  the  Placement  issue 
was  discussed  before  the  largest  gallery  the 
SAC  had  ever  had  (estimated  at  150  non- 
Council  members),  there  were  sparks  in 
the  air;  nevertheless,  the  quality  and  calibre 
of  the  debate  were  outstanding,  nobody  felt 
intimidated,  and  people  voted  differently 
from  what  was  expected. 

Another  matter  cited  by  the  students  to 
support  their  stand  on  openness  was  the 
impending  increase  in  residence  fees.  The 
Deans  of  Residence  had  studied  the  situa- 
tion and  invited  student  participation  on  a 
confidential  basis,  which  the  SAC  refused; 
but  the  SAC  had  undertaken  a major  survey 
of  the  problem  and  had  discussed  it  openly, 
with  the  result  that  students  in  residence 
now  know  and  understand  the  reasons. 

In  reply  to  a question  whether  students 
would  come  to  any  groups  they  joined 
“under  direction”,  i.e.  as  instructed  dele- 
gates, Mr.  Langdon  explained  that  the  SAC 
has  changed  its  definition  of  accountability; 
there  are  three  conditions  in  the  new  defini- 
tion, as  follows:  (1)  In  choosing  SAC 

representatives  to  university  bodies,  a major 
criterion  will  be  their  agreement  with  the 
SAC  policy  in  question.  (2)  They  will  be 
charged  with  seeing  that  the  SAC  policy  is 
presented  to  the  committee— they  do  not 
have  to  restrict  themselves  to  that,  but 
they  have  to  present  it.  (3)  They  would  be 
responsible  to  the  SAC  for  the  actions  that 


they  take,  and  the  SAC  would  be  able  to 
remove  them  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  if  it 
does  not  agree  that  what  they  have  done 
was  right. 

Another  question  related  to  one  aspect  of 
the  recent  Senate  proposal,  i.e.  that  student 
representatives  be  elected  by  constituencies 
(in  the  way  that  staff  members  are  elected 
to  the  President’s  Council  and  the  Senate) 
—did  the  SAC  approve  of  this  or  did  they 
think  that  all  such  representatives  should  be 
SAC  appointees?  Mr.  Langdon  said  that 
they  had  held  in  the  past  that  student 
Senators  should  be  elected  by  the  student 
body  and  not  from  the  SAC. 

President’s  Council  members  were  in  com- 
plete agreement  that  communications  among 
all  parts  of  the  University  should  be  greatly 
improved  and  the  free  flow  of  information 
stimulated;  they  also  looked  forward  to 
increasing  participation  by  students  in  work- 
ing groups  concerned  with  policy.  But  they 
pointed  out  that  distinctions  must  be  made 
among  the  wide  spectrum  of  deliberative 
bodies  that  are  required  for  the  work  of 
internal  university  government.  Some  of 
these  bodies  would  function  as  well  or 
better  with  open  meetings;  indeed,  several 
Council  members  acknowledged  that  the 
students  had  performed  a very  good  function 
in  making  them  realize  that  so  much  of  the 
secretiveness  that  exists  is  harmful  and  un- 
necessary. In  the  case  of  other  bodies,  there 
could  be  arguments  for  and  against  open 
meetings  with  reporters  present,  and  argu- 
ments for  and  against  closed  meetings  with 
continuous  publication  of  minutes  and  re- 
ports; but  such  arguments  are  not  con- 
vincing if  they  have  no  basis  in  real  knowl- 
edge of  the  work  of  the  body  in  question. 
The  university  has  to  continue  operating, 
and  cannot  accept  general  rules  that  would 
harm  its  day-to-day  or  long-range  opera- 
tions. The  advantages  of  openness— for  which 
Mr.  Langdon’s  statement  makes  a very  con- 
vincing case— should  be  considered  by  each 
particular  body,  and  weighed  against  the 
possible  harm  that  may  be  done  by  pub- 
licity, e.g.,  causing  needless  anxieties  and 
alarm,  raising  emotional  issues,  or  generat- 
ing political  pressures,  all  of  which  can 
impede  rational  consideration  and  decision. 
One  of  the  difficulties  with  completely 
open  meetings  is  that  the  improvement  in 
communications  that  is  expected  to  result 
from  this  device  involves  a very  great  re- 
liance on  the  objectivity  and  accuracy  of 
newspaper  reports;  some  members  of  the 
President’s  Council  were  dubious  about  the 
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students’  assumption  that  open  meetings 
will  in  themselves  put  an  end  to  newspaper 
sensationalism  and  distortion. 

Several  members  of  the  President’s  Coun- 
cil appealed  for  a less  doctrinaire  approach 
to  the  subject  of  openness  on  the  part  of 
the  students,  pointing  out  that  complete 
openness  as  a precondition  of  student  par- 
ticipation limits  both  the  students’  potential 
contribution  and  their  potential  influence. 

One  or  two  of  the  President’s  Council 
said  they  were  personally  convinced  by  the 
students  that  openness  should  become  the 
rule,  and  closed  doors  the  exception  for 
which  cause  must  be  established;  they  held 
that  the  way  to  achieve  this  was  by  piece- 
meal approach  in  one  body  after  another— 
participation  first,  then  knowledge,  then 
persuasion.  Another  member  expressed  a 
contrary  view:  that  it  is  normal  for  a 
working  group  to  meet  without  non-mem- 
bers present,  and  abnormal  for  it  to  attempt 
to  function  subject  to  all  the  pressures  of 
the  public  and  press;  and  that  the  student 
activist  movement  has  attached  an  irra- 
tional, emotional  significance  to  this  normal 
procedure  by  their  use  of  the  loaded  terms 
“openness”  and  “secrecy”.  Student  govern- 
ment regards  itself  as  a political  democracy; 
if  it  succeeds  in  forcing  the  university  into 
that  mould,  the  logical  result  will  be  the 
taking  up  of  party  positions  ( already  a well 
established  student  practice),  and,  in  the 
course  of  time,  majority  rule;  decisions  on 
how  this  University  is  going  to  be  run  will 
then  be  taken,  in  effect,  at  national  or  pro- 
vincial conclaves.  Faculty,  as  well  as  stu- 
dents, are  affected  by  the  decisions  that 
are  made  by  internal  bodies,  but  faculty 
do  not  feel  that  the  only  way  councils  and 
committees  can  be  effective  or  trustworthy 
is  for  them  to  function  with  a gallery  (nor, 
indeed,  do  many  students).  But  the  SAC 
is  saying  that  what  is  satisfactory  to  the 
other  parts  of  the  community  must  be  set 
aside  because  they  insist  upon  participation 
on  terms  which  suit  them. 

The  students  denied  that  they  are  taking 
up  a simplistic  position  on  democracy,  and 
said  that  they  are  not  interested  in  one  man, 
one  vote,  or  anything  of  that  kind.  Nor  are 
they  demanding  that  openness  be  established 
before  participation.  They  are  interested  in 
the  effective  participation  of  the  student 
constituency,  and  they  want  to  make  that 
participation  more  meaningful  by  making  it 
easier  for  the  people  representing  the  stu- 
dents to  represent  them  more  effectively— to 
have  a relationship  with  their  student  con- 


stituents that  does  not  degenerate  into 
controversy  and  mistrust. 

On  the  subject  of  making  distinctions 
among  the  various  councils  and  committees, 
the  student  view  was  that  if  all  these  bodies 
operated  openly,  the  students  would  know 
where  the  decisions  that  concern  them  are 
made,  and  could  decide  intelligently  where 
to  press  for  student  participation  with  voting 
strength;  as  it  is,  they  do  not  know  which 
ones  they  want  to  be  on.  Regarding  the 
danger  of  distorted  newspaper  reports,  they 
pointed  out  that  with  open  meetings,  any- 
one who  distrusts  the  accuracy  of  press 
reports  will  be  able  to  go  to  a meeting  and 
check  them  for  himself,  and  they  men- 
tioned also  that  the  new  arrangements  pro- 
posed for  the  Varsity  will  allow  for  it  to 
become  a newspaper  responsible  to  the 
entire  university  community. 

They  explained  that  communication,  in 
their  view,  can  be  of  two  kinds:  the  reac- 
tions and  reports  of  an  uninvolved  third 
party,  or  else  the  minutes  and  statements 
that  a committee  decides  it  wants  to  re- 
lease. The  former  they  regard  as  real  com- 
munication, the  latter  as  propaganda, 
because  outsiders  are  not  getting  a fair  and 
unbiased  presentation.  Moreover,  the  re- 
ports that  are  issued  often  present  decisions 
as  faits  accomplis,  and  the  students  have  to 
take  the  preliminary  study,  weighting  of 
alternatives,  etc.,  on  faith.  If  the  students 
had  been  able  to  learn  the  problems  in- 
volved, to  see  the  negotiations  going  on  and 
to  hear  the  discussions  taking  place,  they 
would  have  felt  themselves  involved  to  the 
point  where  they  would  not  distrust  the 
process  or  feel  that  they  had  been  taken  in. 

President’s  Council  members  protested 
that  all  sense  of  community  will  be  lost  if 
we  proceed  on  the  assumption  that  we 
cannot  trust  one  another  at  all— that  unless 
they  are  constantly  watched,  committees 
are  sure  to  be  deceitful,  minutes  biased, 
decisions  suspect.  Carried  to  the  extreme, 
the  principle  of  openness  would  mean  that 
every  stage  of  every  decision  would  have 
to  be  accessible  to  everyone,  which  is  im- 
possible. Working  in  a goldfish  bowl  is  no 
substitute  for  real  participation,  or  com- 
munication, or  trust.  Moreover,  neither 
committee  work  nor  committee-watching 
has  much  to  do  with  the  real,  educational 
functions  of  the  University. 

In  reply  to  this  it  was  said  that  students 
who  pass  through  the  University  without 
feeling  some  responsibility  for  the  running 
of  their  institution  are  not  getting  the  edu- 
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cation  they  ought  to  get.  Students  should 
not  adopt  the  role  of  consumers  of  the  edu- 
cation die  University  provides,  they  should 
feel  that  “the  University  is  us,  we  want  to 
play  a role  by  helping  to  create  the  total 
environment”.  The  SAC  has  become  con- 
scious of  the  problem  of  involving  more 
of  the  20,000  students  in  the  working  of  the 
institution.  And  there  are,  in  fact,  a lot  more 
students  now  than  there  used  to  be  who 
want  to  play  an  active  part  and  to  know 
what  is  going  on. 

This  produced  from  the  President’s  Coun- 
cil members  a denial  that  the  very  large 
number  of  students  who  are  more  interested 
in  studying  than  in  university  government 
are  failing  to  get  the  education  they  ought 
to  get.  There  is  a danger  that  the  educa- 
tional process  will  be  overlooked  in  the 
pursuit  of  control  of  instrumentalities.  But 
they  hoped  that  the  students  who  are 
interested  in  contributing  to  the  running  of 
the  institution  will  work  with  various  groups 
and  find  out  how  they  operate,  because 
unless  the  students  are  present  their  argu- 
ments will  not  be  heard,  and  sometimes 
they  will  be  ready  to  modify  their  opinions. 

Mr.  Sword  concluded  the  discussion  with 
the  following  statement:  “The  interest  of 
the  students,  as  I understand  it,  is  to  have 
an  appropriate  role  in  the  making  of  de- 
cisions in  the  University.  This  is  a relatively 
new  concept.  About  ten  years  ago,  the  Uni- 
versity made  the  extremely  important  de- 
cision to  adopt  a maximum  size  that  was 
roughly  double  what  it  then  was.  The 
machinery  for  internal  government  laid 
down  in  the  University  of  Toronto  Act  was 
appropriate  for  a much  smaller  university, 
and  that  machinery  still  obtains;  the  last 
major  overhaul  of  the  Act  was  in  1947. 
Besides  the  quantitative  increase,  the  mix 
of  the  doubled  enrolment  has  influenced 
the  institution  a great  deal,  mainly  through 
the  growth  of  the  Graduate  School,  with  its 
implications  for  staff  and  research  and  the 
high  costs  of  training  students  in  research. 

“In  1958  the  incoming,  or  rather  return- 
ing, President  found  that  the  central  difficulty 
he  had  to  face  was  to  determine  how  de- 
cisions were  to  be  taken,  because  the 
problems  were  enormous.  In  the  course  of 
those  ten  years  Dr.  Bissell  has  had  to  use 
his  own  mental  equipment  and  the  human 
resources  available  to  him  on  the  campus  to 
do  this.  One  of  his  early  decisions  was  that 
he  needed  an  advisory  group,  a Policy  and 
Planning  Committee.  With  this  group  it 
was  possible  for  the  President  to  try  out 


ideas  of  his  own  and  others  and  to  listen  to 
the  different  points  of  view  expressed;  this 
committee  anticipated  to  some  degree  the 
problems  that  later  became  provincial  prob- 
lems of  the  interrelation  of  universities,  and 
also  the  year-to-year  problems  connected 
with  the  growth  of  this  University.  That 
worked  well.  But  in  time  he  felt  that  some- 
thing better  was  required.  Our  Senate  was 
too  big  and  too  cumbersome.  He  had  the 
imaginative  idea  of  this  Council,  which  was 
worked  out  and  implemented  surprisingly 
quickly,  and  which  has  attracted  a good 
deal  of  attention  outside  and  a good  deal 
of  interest  inside  the  University— a body 
including  Governors,  teaching  staff,  and  ad- 
ministration, the  teaching  staff  representa- 
tives being  elected  by  general  franchise. 
One  might  think  that  that  was  an  incom- 
plete, imperfectly  constructed  President’s 
Council  because  there  were  no  students. 
I do  not  know  whether  their  inclusion  was 
seriously  considered  at  that  time  or  not.  I 
can  recall  that  the  major  concerns  of  the 
SAC  were  with  amending  their  constitution 
and  getting  control  of  their  budget;  the 
active  campaigning  for  a role  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  University  is  relatively  recent. 

“When  this  student  interest  became  mani- 
fest and  was  being  forcefully  put  forward, 
there  was  a willingness  on  the  part  of  the 
administration  of  this  University  to  see  that 
the  voice  of  the  students  should  be  included 
to  the  degree  that  it  was  appropriate.  There 
was  an  effort  made  to  understand  the  stu- 
dent point  of  view,  and  to  see  where  and 
to  what  extent  it  could  be  incorporated  in 
the  structure  of  the  University,  through 
experiment,  trial  and  error— an  approach 
that  may  not  commend  itself  to  anyone 
wedded  to  theoretical  approaches,  but  one 
which  has  worked  well  here.  The  students 
had  seen  very  clearly  that  they  wanted  to 
be  in  where  the  decisions  are  made,  but 
that  is  often  difficult  to  ascertain.  The  stu- 
dents associated  the  principle  of  participa- 
tion with  openness,  and  then  with  reviewing 
the  whole  structure  of  the  University;  by 
putting  these  three  things  together  they 
succeeded  in  slowing  down,  if  not  halting, 
the  whole  process  of  communication.  Some 
experimentation  was  possible,  and  I would 
express  the  hope  that  these  experiments 
have  not  been  wasted.  I would  assure  you 
of  our  willingness  to  continue  trying  to  work 
something  out,  while  at  the  same  time  not 
losing  sight  of  the  more  basic  goals  that  the 
students  have  enunciated.  The  strength  of 
the  students  on  this  campus  will  not  allow 
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any  acceptance  of  a partial  realization  of 
their  goals  to  prevent  them  from  insisting 
on  an  extension  of  this  if  and  when  they 
think  the  extension  is  necessary.  It  would 
be  my  hope  that  the  communications  which 
have  been  re-established  this  afternoon  can 
be  continued  and  developed,  and  that  we 
may  agree  to  work  our  way  towards  a 
decision-making  body  that  will  provide  for 
a students’  voice.  In  some  ways  this  year 
there  have  been  serious  distractions  from 
getting  on  with  the  business  of  the  Univer- 
sity, but  the  experience  has  not  all  been 
unfruitful.  I express  my  personal  apprecia- 
tion of  the  pains  that  Mr.  Langdon  has 
taken  in  the  preparation  of  his  statement, 
and  the  temperate  manner  in  which  he 
presented  it.  I hope  you  feel  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  President’s  Council  have  dis- 
cussed it  fairly  and  freely.” 


April  meeting 

At  the  April  8 meeting  of  the  President’s 
Council,  Prof.  Warren  Main,  Director  of 
the  School  of  Business,  discussed  with  the 
Council  the  problems  and  policies  of  the 
School. 

The  Council  agreed  to  advise  the  Acting 
President  that  it  endorsed  a recommendation 
from  the  Subcommittee  on  Resource  Plan- 
ning that  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies 
be  authorized,  but  not  required,  to  impose 
a limitation  on  graduate  enrolment  in  1968- 
69.  Dean  Sirluck  explained  the  conditions 
that  had  led  the  Subcommittee  to  consider 
this  possibility  and  described  the  discussions 
he  had  held  with  the  chairmen  of  over- 
crowded, or  potentially  overcrowded,  gradu- 
ate departments.  The  Acting  President 
agreed  to  make  this  recommendation  to  the 
Board  of  Governors.

It  will  also 
seek  to  specify  the  proper  limits  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  such  disciplinary  procedures 
as  applied  to  both  students  and  staff. 

Like  other  presidential  advisory  commit- 
tees, this  committee  will  be  free  to  deter- 
mine its  own  procedures.  It  is  being  asked 
to  submit  its  report  to  the  president  during 
the  academic  session  1968-69— if  possible, 
in  time  for  publication  during  that  session.

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Ford  Foundation  Grant 


The  Ford  Foundation  has  made  a grant 
of  $750,000  to  the  University  to  make  pos- 
sible the  extension  of  a cost  simulation 
technique,  developed  at  U of  T for  the 
solution  of  its  own  problems,  to  encompass 
problems  of  concern  to  all  higher  education. 

The  work,  to  be  carried  out  over  a three 
year  period  through  the  University’s  Insti- 
tute for  the  Quantitative  Analysis  of  Social 
and  Economic  Policy,  will  be  guided  by 
Prof.  Richard  W.  Judy  as  principal  investi- 
gator. Prof.  Judy  joined  the  University  of 
Toronto  in  1964  after  experience  with  the 
U.S.  Air  Force  at  the  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, Air  University,  Dayton,  Ohio,  where 
he  worked  on  the  development  of  computer 
simulation. 

On  joining  U of  T,  Prof.  Judy  devised 
a model,  the  cost  simulation  technique 
called  CAMPUS— comprehensive  analytical 
method  of  planning  in  the  university  sphere. 
CAMPUS  is  now  being  used  to  trace  the 
effects  of  a decision  to  change  the  capacity 
of  the  University  of  Toronto’s  Faculty  of 
Medicine.  It  is  also  being  used  to  relate 
these  effects  to  alternative  new  curricula 
which  the  faculty  is  considering  for  the 
enlarged  teaching  space  that  will  be  avail- 
able when  the  Medical  Sciences  building 
under  construction  is  open  late  next  year. 

The  CAMPUS  staff  is  also  attempting  to 
translate  such  requirements  as  laboratories, 
hospital  beds,  and  specialized  faculty  into 
financial  terms.  It  is  also  trying  to  deter- 


mine the  impact  on  the  health  of  the  com- 
munity of  alternative  health  care  systems. 

With  the  Ford  Foundation  grant,  Prof. 
Judy  and  his  associates  will  make  use  of 
CAMPUS,  which  is  now  the  responsibility 
of  the  University’s  Office  of  Institutional 
Research,  for  the  solution  of  problems  not 
directly  the  concern  of  U of  T.  These 
might  include  a system  for  generating  com- 
parative statistics  on  educational  efficiency 
among  institutions,  the  development  of  in- 
formation and  control  networks  for  adminis- 
tering complex  institutions,  and  the  study 
of  data  bank  requirements  for  institutions 
of  varying  size,  purpose,  and  complexity. 

The  University  of  Toronto  was  one  of 
four  universities  which  shared  grants  of 
more  than  $2,000,000  to  support  the  de- 
velopment and  testing  of  new  management 
techniques  in  the  solution  of  problems  of 
higher  education.  The  others,  all  in  the 
United  States,  were  Stanford  University, 
$700,000;  University  of  California,  Ber- 
keley, $500,000,  and  Princeton  University, 
$250,000.  “The  aim  of  the  grants”,  said 
Marshall  A.  Robinson,  Ford  Foundation 
program  officer  in  charge  of  higher  educa- 
tion and  research,  “is  to  increase  college 
and  university  efficiency  without  dehumaniz- 
ing the  academic  community  or  limiting 
academic  freedom.  When  you  see  the 
mounting  pressures  on  colleges  and  univer- 
sities, better  management  may  be  their  only 
way  to  sustain  their  academic  freedom.”

Mr.  Kenney  returned  to  Canada  to  join 
H.  G.  Acres  and  Co.  of  Niagara  Falls  as  a 
designer  of  earth-fill  and  rock-fill  dams  and 
to  develop  and  direct  a geotechnical  labora- 
tory. In  1958  he  became  assistant  geotech- 
nical engineer  and  co-ordinated  and  directed 
investigations,  design  and  control  of  fill 
dams  and  underground  work  until  1961. 
In  1962  he  joined  the  Norwegian  Geotech- 
nical Institute  in  Oslo  where  for  four  years 
he  headed  the  soil  mechanics  group,  rapidly 
acquiring  in  the  meantime  a reputation  as 
one  of  the  world’s  leading  authorities  on  the 
way  soil  behaves  under  stress.  In  1967,  Mr. 
Kenney  returned  to  Canada  as  visiting  asso- 
ciate professor  in  civil  engineering  at  the 
University  of  Toronto,  aided  by  a grant 
from  the  Ford  Foundation.

He  was 
appointed  to  the  chair  of  restorative  den- 
tistry of  Edinburgh  University  in  1963. 

Dr.  Beagrie  held  a Nuffield  Foundation 
Fellowship  with  the  University  of  Michigan, 
1957-58,  and  in  1961-62  spent  periods  in 
Norway  and  Denmark  in  research  and 
teaching.  He  received  an  MRC  research 
grant  in  periodontal  disease,  1962-64,  and 
has  shown  particular  interest  in  the  re- 
generation of  skin  cells  of  the  gum. 

Arnold  Richard  Ten  Cate,  senior  lec- 
turer in  anatomy  in  relation  to  dentistry  in 
Guy’s  Hospital  Medical  School,  London, 
Eng.,  has  been  appointed  professor  in  the 
Faculty  of  Dentistry,  with  effect  from  July  1.

University  of  Toronto  Senate: 

Summary  of  Minutes,  March  8, 1968 


( 1 ) Dean  F.  N.  Hughes  addressed  the 
Senate  on  the  subject  of  the  Faculty  of 
Pharmacy. 

(2)  The  minutes  of  the  meeting  held 


February  9,  1968  were  approved.  The 

Senate  also  approved  a motion  that  items 
discussed  under  “New  Business”  be  noted 
in  the  summary  of  the  minutes. 
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(3)  The  Senate  received  a report  from 
The  College  of  Education  listing  the  num- 
ber of  University  of  Toronto  graduates 
enrolled  in  Home  Economics  and  Mathe- 
matics courses  at  The  College  of  Education. 

( 4 ) The  Senate  received  an  interim  report 
on  the  forthcoming  Senate  Elections  includ- 
ing information  on  the  nominations  which 
had  been  received. 

( 5 ) The  Senate  empowered  the  Chairman 
of  the  Senate  to  appoint  two  scrutineers  to 
be  present  at  the  opening  of  ballots  for  the 
Senate  Elections. 

( 6 ) The  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and 
Science  made  a statement  on  the  Macpher- 
son  Committee  Report,  informing  the  mem- 
bers of  Senate  that  the  Report  had  been 
widely  studied  throughout  the  Faculty  and 
that  a committee  was  in  the  process  of 
preparing  a report  for  the  Council  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  which  would 
include  the  recommendations  of  the  study 
groups. 

(7)  The  Senate  received  letters  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Governors  ap- 
proving the  following  limitations  of  enrol- 
ment for  the  academic  session  1968-69: 

Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineer- 
ing—about  800  students  in  the  first  year; 

Faculty  of  Dentistry— 125  students  in  the 
first  year  undergraduate  classes  and  50 
students  in  Dental  Hygiene; 

Faculty  of  Medicine— 135  students  in  the 
first  premedical  year,  165  students  in  the 
first  professional  year  and  20  to  25  students 
who  have  completed  the  Honour  course  in 
Biological  and  Medical  Sciences  in  the 
second  Medical  Year; 

Erindale  College— 175  students  in  the  first 
year  of  the  General  Arts  Course  and  100 
students  in  the  first  year  of  the  General 
Science  Course. 

( 8 ) The  Senate  received  a letter  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Governors  ap- 
proving the  establishment  of  a fee  of  $25 
to  be  paid  by  students  who  have  applied 
for  admission  to  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  and  Engineering  at  the  time  when 
they  accept  an  offer  of  admission.  If  a 
student  does  enrol,  the  fee  of  $25  is  applied 
to  his  University  fees;  however,  if  after 
accepting,  the  student  does  not  enrol,  then 
the  fee  of  $25  will  be  forfeited  and  used 
as  an  offset  against  the  expenses  which  the 
University  has  incurred  in  processing  his 
application. 

(9)  The  Senate  approved  a report  of  the 
Executive  Committee  reporting  and  recom- 


mending as  follows: 

( i ) reporting  approval  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  reports  of  the  following 
Boards  of  Studies: 

(a)  Board  of  Medical  Studies 

(b)  Board  of  Applied  Science  and 
Engineering  Studies 

( c ) Board  of  Dental  Studies 

(d)  Board  of  Physical  and  Health 
Education  Studies 

(e)  Board  of  Nursing  Studies 

(f)  Board  of  Library  Science  Studies 

(ii)  reporting  approval  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  a request  from  the 
Council  of  the  School  of  Nursing  for  a 
certificate  which  would  be  issued  for 
satisfactory  attendance  to  sponsored  stu- 
dents from  other  countries  who  are  pre- 
paring for  work  in  their  own  country  or 
for  an  international  assignment. 

( 10 ) The  Senate  approved  a report  of  the 
Committee  on  Admission  Standards,  recom- 
mending and  reporting  as  follows: 

(i)  recommending  that  the  University’s 
policy  regarding  its  Grade  12  prescription 
remain  unchanged  and  that  the  Grade  12 
prescription  be  required  as  heretofore  in 
the  case  of  the  majority  of  students,  and 
recommending  that  a note  be  placed  in 
the  Admissions  Circular  stating  that  out- 
standing students  are  considered  for  ad- 
mission even  though  they  have  not 
complied  fully  with  the  general  Grade  12 
requirements. 

(ii)  recommending  the  discontinuance 
of  the  present  policy  of  subtracting  2.8% 
from  the  Grade  13  averages  of  students 
who  have  spent  two  years  in  completing 
their  Grade  13  subjects. 

(iii)  reporting  that  the  Admission 
Standards  Committee  had  informed  the 
Committee  of  Presidents  of  Universities 
of  Ontario  that  in  principle  it  subscribes 
to  the  proposed  statement  of  the  Ontario 
Universities’  Council  on  Admissions  re- 
garding the  transfer  of  students  from 
Colleges  of  Applied  Arts  and  Technology 
to  universities. 

(11)  The  Senate  approved  the  following 
statutes : 

(a)  respecting  amendments  to  Statute 
Number  2961  respecting  the  re- 
structuring of  the  School  of  Gradu- 
ate Studies 

(b)  respecting  the  establishment  of 
the  Institute  of  Applied  Statistics 
in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies. 
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(1)  The  Senate  adopted  a Resolution  in 
memory  of  the  late  Mr.  Justice  Fred  Holmes 
Barlow. 

(2)  The  minutes  of  the  meeting  held 
March  8,  1968  were  approved. 

(3)  The  Senate  received  a second  interim 
report  on  the  Senate  Elections,  noting  the 
cancellation  of  graduate  elections  in  the 
constituencies  of  University  College  and  St. 
Michael’s  College  and  the  appointment  of 
Mrs.  G.  A.  Baker  and  Professor  L.  E.  M. 
Lynch  as  scrutineers. 

(4)  The  Senate  received  the  Annual 

Report  of  the  Chief  Librarian. 

(5)  The  Senate  received  the  Annual 

report  of  the  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Student  Awards. 

(6)  The  Senate  received  a letter  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
approving  the  establishment  of  a fee  of 
$25  for  a student  who  accepts  an  offer  of 
admission  to  the  following  Faculties  and 
Schools:  Architecture,  Forestry,  Music,  Pre- 
Medicine,  Dental  Hygiene,  Food  Sciences, 
Nursing,  Pharmacy,  Physical  and  Occupa- 
tional Therapy,  Physical  and  Health  Edu- 
cation. The  fee  would  be  applied  to  fees 
if  the  student  enrols;  if  he  does  not  enrol, 
it  would  be  forfeited. 

(7)  The  Senate  was  asked  to  consider  a 
proposal  from  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  for  a change  in  wording  in  the 
calendar  material  concerning  admission  to 
the  professional  years  of  Medicine  for  the 
year  1968-69.  Since  the  Senate  had  already 
approved  the  Calendar  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  on  March  8,  1968,  it  was  pre- 
vented from  reconsidering  the  matter  in  the 
current  session  unless  by  a vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present.  A motion  to 
re-open  consideration  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  Calendar  material  did  not  receive 
the  required  two-thirds  majority  and  the 
Calendar  will  be  printed  in  the  form 
approved  by  the  Senate  on  March  8,  1968. 

(8)  The  Senate  approved  a recommenda- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee  that  the 
University  continue  the  practice  begun  in 
the  academic  year  1966-67  with  regard  to 


the  publication  of  examination  results,  viz: 

(i)  that  no  examination  results  be 
published  in  the  newspapers; 

( ii ) that  Award  winners  continue  to  be 
published  in  the  newspapers; 

(iii)  that  class  lists  may  be  distributed 
to  students,  provided  that  they  do 
not  show  position  within  rank. 

(9)  The  Senate  received  a report  from 
the  Committee  on  Applications  and 
Memorials  reporting  that  30  diplomas  had 
been  replaced  during  the  academic  year 
1967-68. 

( 10 ) The  Senate  received  a report  from 
the  Committee  on  Scholarships  and  Other 
Awards  reporting  the  establishment  of  11 
new  awards  and  amendments  to  6 existing 
awards. 

(11)  The  Senate  received  a report  from 
the  Library  Council  reporting  the  proceed- 
ings at  the  Council  meetings  of  March  7, 
1967  and  December  18,  1967. 

( 12 ) The  Senate  approved  a recom- 
mendation of  the  Executive  Committee  that 
the  question  of  student  representation  on 
the  Senate  be  postponed  because  of  the 
infeasibility  of  meeting  the  statutory  re- 
quirements respecting  such  election  without 
amendments  to  the  University  of  Toronto 
Act. 

(13)  The  Senate  referred  a proposal  for 
the  establishment  of  a Board  of  Medical 
Assessors  for  the  University  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

(14)  The  Senate  approved  the  following 
statutes: 

(a)  respecting  the  representation  of 
the  Council  of  the  School  of  Gradu- 
ate Studies  on  the  Senate; 

(b)  respecting  the  establishment  of 
the  Diploma  in  Clinical  Chemistry. 

( 15 ) The  Senate  approved  a request 
that  in  accordance  with  traditional  practices, 
the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Senate 
be  authorized  to  release  the  results  of  final 
examinations  as  submitted  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Senate,  as  they  are  received,  and 
without  waiting  for  the  formal  approval  of 
the  Senate  at  a regular  meeting. 
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
